| As to their Improvement, conſiſting of eight Paragraphs, the Parties diſpoſſeſt do particularly anſwer. 
| I, As to the charge of Haſoking (ot taking off the uppermoſt graſs) and burnixg of the Lands, is a charge born by the under-te- 
| nnd nt occupiers of the Land, and redound to their advantage, bur to the parties diſpoſſeſt, is a grear prejudice, and therefore 
ought not to allowed. Nor was the Haſoking ot burning uſeful to all Lors, bur onely in ſome 3 grounds, according to the 
di:cyetion of the ander- tenant, ſo it was no publick charge, nor to be allowed by the parties diſpoſſeſt. 
200 As to the intereſt as well in the fourth and fifth Paragraph foregoing as in this; they anſwer , that the cauſe being taken away,

' 3k} As to Sab- diviſſant, they were performed in every Lot by the firſt adventurers under whom the parties diſpoſſeſt do claim:

acts of ſyb1enanrs, being of private, not of publick uſe. 
As for planting, Cc. it is the work of ſub-tenants, and very rare to be ſeen in that Level (ir may be) upon a part of ſome one 
not general upon every Lot, ot ſub-diviſions, and not publick. 
Fh As to Building, & c. they were not allowed , when che parties were diſpoſſeſt, and they have no reaſon now to allow the n up- 
on n peſſeſſon. Bur thoſe are rate alſo to be ſeen in any Lot, and thoſe ate according to the nature of the Tenancy, ſo, being

6. As to Gates, Poſti, & c. for thoſe of publick uſe, there is Toll paid : for thoſe of private uſe, they cannot be brought to publick

8 d. per acre, for thoſe aſſeſſments did not amount to above 9 d. in the pound at 
utmbiſt, of which they need no allowatice in reſpels the Lands ate under valued by us at 5 8. per acre, 
8; As to Wages for Bayliffe, it is moſt extravagant for them to allow above 50 l. per aun. for the Collecting of 500 I. per ann, (as
